The observ ance* of Washington’s birthday 
recalls to us y ear by y ear the patience and faith 
and courage with which he liv ed the dark y ears 
of the rev olutionary war. 
The dullest and most 
m atter-of-fact history of this period throws a 
Clear light upon these characteristics of Wash­ 
ington. 
No man ev er more truly carried the fate 
of 
a nation 
upon his shoulders. 
He strov e 
against 
disappointment, disaster, lack of funds 
and material, inefficient aids, English propagan­ 
da at least as strong as the German propaganda 
was ten y ears ago and through it all he look­ 
ed forward with high faith and courage to the 
ultimate destiny of the United States. 
After the war a task of the utmost difficulty 
confronted him in the rehabilitation cf a coun­ 
try worn by war, lacking financial credit at home 
and abroad and disturbed by factional diffei - 
ences. 
Then also his wisdom and 
patience 
brought their results. It is directly to him that 
we owe our liv es of comfort and liberty . 
At the close of the World war, the nation 
again was faced 
with problems, different Ox 
course from those which faced Washington, but 
no less disturbing. 
The guiding light of that 
great general no doubt was reflected in helping 
our nation to untangle the differences that con­ 
fronted lis at the close of the war. 
“ The Father of HiS Country ” will alway s 
lend his influence in the solution of these prob­ 
lems, with his spirit of foresight, patience and 
wisdom constantly in the back ground.

SAFETY IN THE HOME. 
Improv ements in 
design and construction 
are steadily making the American home a safer 
place to liv e. Such things as fire stops, protected 
wiring, fire resistiv e roofs, and well built flues and 
fire places are giv ing to the home some of the 
protectiv e features which hav e for y ears been 
insisted upon for business and industrial build- 
mgs. 


THE GOVERNOR AND PARDONS. 
Gov ernor Leslie has again made it known 
th at little clemency can be ex pected from him 
for prisoners who hav e v iolated liq uor laws, as 
he has written a letter to a prosecutor in a near­ 
by county , refusing to use his influence in lifting 
a ninety day penal farm sentence. 
Soon after the new gov ernor assumed office 
he made it known that v ery few clemency pe­ 
titions would be sanctioned from his office. 
If 
pardon boards giv e prisoners their freedom, after 
a county has gone to the ex pense of maintaining 
courts, and judges hav e ex ercised their obliga­ 
tions by abiding by the statutes, it has a big 
tendency to weaken the courts. 
Gov ernor Leslie is to be commended upon 
his attitude in stay ing with the courts and sus­ 
taining the v erdicts in such cases. 
The most 
recent case was that of a man conv icted for 
driv ing an automobile while intox icated, and 
such a crime, the gov ernor holds is, “as eq ually 
dangerous as a crazy man with a machine gun." 
The gov ernor say s further, “This department 
is not inclined to look with fav or upon leniency 
to be shown to men guilty of this offense. We 
regard a man who has sufficient intelligence to 
know right from wrong and has no more respect 
for the rights of other people than to operate an 


An ex ample of the particular attention be­ 
ing turned to home safety is furnished by the 
national conference on home building, recently 
held in Chicago.. 
When way s and means were discussed to 
decrease the annual losses through infeiior resi­ 
dence construction resolutions were adopted urg­ 
ing special consideration of means to ov ercome 
the fire risks. 
Students of the residence fire estimate that 
95 per cent of such fires start in the interior, 
freq uently as the result of defectiv e construction. 
Little argument is needed to show the v alue 
of good construction, and home, financing con­ 
cerns are being urged to grant larger loans foi 
houses that are to be soundly built than 
for 
those to be erected without regard for file safe­ 
ty . 
This would encourage home builders to in­ 
sist on the best protectiv e dev ices and would 
afford them the ex tra funds needed to hav e them 
installed. Such a plan would undoubtedly bene­ 
fit all concerned — the owner, because of the in­ 
creased safety to the family and the greater 
stability and durability of the house; the financ­ 
ing company and the insurance company , be­ 
cause cf the lessened risks;' and the community , 
because such a house would be a comparativ ely 
slight hazard to neighboring structures.

tice, America's neutrality would 
never have been violated.

Against disappointment, disaster, lack of funds 
and material, inefficient aids, English propagan- 
Sla at least as strong as the German propaganda 
5was ten years ago and through it all he look- 
id forward with high faitjh and courage to the 
iutimate destiny of the United States. 
:; 
After the war a task of the utmost difficulty 


Confronted him in the rehabilitation of a coun- 
try worn by war, lacking financial credit at home 
fend abroad and disturbed by factional differ- 
ences. 
Then also his wisdom and 
patience 


brought their results. It is directly to him that 
we owe our lives of comfort and liberty. 


At the close of the World war, the nation 


again .was faced 
with problems, different of 


course from those which faced Washington, but 
no less disturbing. 
The guiding light of that 


great general no doubt was reflected in helping 
bur-nation to untangle the differences that con- 
fronted u"s at the close of the war. 


"The Father of His Country" will always 


lend his influence in the solution of these prob- 
lems, with his spirit of foresight, patience and 
•wisdom constantly in the back ground. 


.THE GOVERNOR AND PARDONS. 


Governor Leslie has again made it known 


that little clemency can be expected from him 
for -prisoners who have violated liquor laws, as 
he has written a letter to a prosecutor in a near- 
by county, refusing to use his influence in lifting 
a ninety day penal farm sentence. 


Soon'after the new governor assumed office 


he made it known that very few clemency pe- 
titions would be sanctioned from his office. If 
pardon boards give prisoners their freedom, after 
a county has gone to the expense of maintaining 
courts, and judges have exercised their obliga- 
tions by abiding by the statutes, it has a big 
tendency to weaken the courts. 


Governor Leslie is to be commended upon 


his attitude in staying with the courts and sus- 
taining the verdicts in such cases. The most 
recent Case was that of a man convicted for 
driving an automobile while intoxicated, and 
such a crime, the governor holds is, -as equally 
dangerous as a crazy man with a machine gun." 


The governor says further, -This department 


is not inclined to look with favor upon leniency 
to be shown to men guilty of this offense. We 
regard a man who has sufficient intelligence to 
know right from wrong and has no more respect 
for the rights of other people than to operate an 
automobile while under the influence of liquor 


equally as dangerous as a crazy man with a ma-. 
chine gun. We are not inclined to extend len- 
iency in such cases, as we believe that men who 
have no greater respect for the law and the 
rights of others than to be guilty of this offense 
especially should be constantly-restrained from 
their liberty as a safeguard to society." 


SAFETY IN THE HOME. 


Improvements in design and construction 


are steadily making the American home a safer 
place to live. Such things as fire stops, protected 
wiring, fire resistive roofs, and well built flues and 
fire places are giving to the home some of the 
protective features which have for years been 
insisted upon for business and industrial build- 
ings. 
•> 
' . 


An example of the particular attention be- 


ing turned to home safety is furnished by the 
national conference on home building, recently 
held in Chicago.. 


When ways and means were discussed to 


decrease the annual losses through inferior resi- 
dence construction resolutions were adopted urg- 
ing special consideration of means to .overcome 
the fire risks. 


Students of the residence fire estimate that 


95 per cent of such fires start in the interior, 
frequently as the result of defective construction. 


Little argument is needed to show the value 


of good construction, and home, financing con- 
cerns are being urged to grant larger loans for 
houses that are to be soundly built than for 
those 'to be erected without regard for fire safe- 
ty. This would encourage home builders to in- 
sist on the best protective devices and would 
afford them the extra funds needed to have them 
installed. Such a plan would undoubtedly bene- 
fit all concerned — the owner, because of the in- 
creased safety to the family and the greater 
stability and durability of the house; the financ- 
ing company and the insurance company, be- 
cause of the lessened risks; and the community, 
because such a house would be a comparatively 
slight hazard to neighboring structures.
